hands 
which 
were continually raiding the settle­ 
ments of Texas, Kansas and Colo­ 
rado. 
In the year 1850 the first detach­ 
ment of United States soldiers 
ar­ 
rived to establish an army post. They 
pitched their tents on Otter 
creek, 
near where is now located Snyder, 
where they remained several months, 
and the few citizens then inhabiting 
this section of the country earlstened 
it Fort. Radiminsky. 
At this point 
they erected a few 
log cabins and 
many years after the 
cabins 
had 
been destroyed by age and fire the 
chimneys of the store fire places 
pointed heavnward to designate the 
spot where the old fort was situat­ 
ed. While this fort was in its mak­ 
ing the United States surveyors were 
at work laying out the ground for 
the new Fort Sill, and the following 
summer the troops moved 
to Fort 
Sill. Four years later George B. Mc- 
C’ennan,, then & United States pur­ 
veyor, entered tn^ country and made 
the first survey of the surrounding 
country. 
He d’rected the survey in 
person and establisned the meridians 


and township lines which unto ibis 
day are recognized throughout the 
country. 
When General Sherman in 
the 
winter of 1869 
directed 
his cam­ 
paign against the Wichita Indians he 
moved his troops from Fort Reno to 
Fort Sill and quartered his soldiers 
here several weeks, 
nlterrupted by 
the Civil war, Fort Sill did not ad­ 
vance in construction work for nearly 
20 years after its founding. 
With 
but a very few cabins to mark the 
spot where the post 
was located, 
there It remained until a renewal of 
the construction was 
resumed 
In 
1868 and continued until the *70% 
w'hen it was designated by the gov­ 
ernment as a permanent army post. 
From that time onward Fort Sill has 
always been looked upon with favor 
by the war 
department 
officials. 
During the transformation of -the 
post from its village of a few houses 
to its present proportion Fort Cobb 
and Fort Arbuckles, in close range 
of Fort Sill, were 
abolished, and 
Fort Sill became the headquarters 
for the post merged and for the ar­ 
my of the southwest.
